Voting plans due check 


TYLER, Tex. (AP) - U. S. District Court 


Judge William Wayne Justice will review on 
Feb. 9 plans to be submitted to him by Lufkin 
and Nacogdoches for implementation of city 
council single-member districts. 


The hearing was ordered Monday by 


Justice who said Lufkin and Nacogdoches 
should put into force single-member district 
alignment before April city council elections. 


Two suits were filed by Negroes in each city 


who claimed the current at-large, majority 
vote method of electing city councilmen has 
had the effect of negating the voting strength 
of, blacks, who represent a minority of 
registered voters. ' 


Justice noted in the Nacogdoches situation 


that at-large elections are not discriminatory 
but they have the effect of canceling the 
weight of Negro votes. 


Anti-smoking advances 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) —A Senate committee 


has rammed through a bill making it a crime 
to smoke in certain public places, punishable 
by a fine up to $200. 


The bill is sponsored by Sen. Jack Ogg, D- 


Houston, and would make it unlawful to "be in 
possession of a burning tobacco product or 
smoking tobacco in an elvator, enclosed 
theater or movie house, library, museum, 
hospital, intrastate bus, plane or train."

cerning dogs running loose in Corsicana? 
We just moved here and have had a 
terrible time with all the dogs in the neigh- 
borhood. We seem to have dogs in our yard 
constantly, so we can't let our small 
children out to play. We have a dog of our 
own which we keep chained or in the 
garage until our fence is completed. What 
can be done about this problem? 


Call the Corsicana Police Department. 


Chief Don Massey said Corsicana has a 
"leash law," which requires that dogs be 
vaccinated annually against rabies and 
that they be kept confined on the owner's 
premises, inside a fence, inside the home, 
or tied. 


"People with complaints about dogs 


should call us. We will send officers out to 
contact owners about keeping their dogs in 
compliance with the ordinance and will file 
complaints where necessary. We also will 
dispatch the city's animal warden to 
impr id strays," Chief Massey said. The 
Police Department's telephone number is 
4-J733. 


Is it true that inmates of Gatesville 


School, which reportedly is being closed, 
are being sent to Corsicana State Home? If 
so, will these inmates be sent to the Cor- 
sicana public schools? 


"No, it is not true," answered State 


Home Superintendent Jack Anderson. 
Anderson said there has been no change in 
the juvenile laws governing dependent and 
neglected children and the admission 
policy remains the same. 


Children are only admitted to the Cor- 


sicana State Home on application from the 
child welfare units of the state and other 
agencies of the district courts after they 
have been screened to see if "the program 
of the home for group living will be 
beneficial to their needs." He said the 
home does have some children who have 
been declared delinquent and placed here 
by the Texas Youth Council for group 
living. 


Why is North 42nd Street, off West 


Second Avenue toward the back of the 
college, the only street in the city limits 
that has no gas line and no sewer line on it? 
The people on this street have to have 
butane gas and septic tanks, but we have 
water. 


First of all, it is not the only street in the 


city not to have sewer, water or gas lines, 
says Delma Ware, Corsicana's director of 
municipal service. Second, Ware says, this 
short street does have a six-inch sewer line 
extending down the middle south from 
Second Avenue to where Third Avenue 
would be, if opened through. 


Ware said city ordinances require all 


houses within 150 feet of a sewer line to be 
tied into the sewer system, and if your 
home isn't, you are in violation of the 
ordinance, and requests you contact him. 


He suggests you contact Lone Star Gas 


Co. since the city has no control over 
where the utility extends lines to 
customers who want and pay for gas 
service. 


Can you please find out for me why most

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Navarro grain acreage may hit record

Already 
the 
predominant 


crop in Navarro County, grain 
sorghum acreage will increase 
even more in 1975, if current 
predictions hold true. 


From 60 to 75 per cent of area 


farm land may be planted in 
maize 
and 
related 
grain 


sorghum, according to County 
Extension Agent Gene Sears. 
That means that about 120,000 to 
125,000 acres out of the county's 
total 150,000 acres of row crop 
land will be producing grain. 


Last year, grain sorghum 


covered 88,350 acres in the 
county, 
while 
cotton 
was 


planted on 48,100 acres. 


Weather 
and 
changing 


marketing conditions will play a 
big role in determining this 
year's sorghum and cotton 
acreage. Grain needs to be 
planted in early March or even 
February 
for best results, 


according to the county agent, 
while cotton is planted in late 
March and April. 


The good price for gain 


sorghum in 1974—$4.50 per 100 
pounds, compared with $3.60 in 
1973—combined with last year's 
poor cotton yield is attracting 
farmers to plant more grain. 


AREA FARMERS contacted 


agreed a grain sorghum boom 
can be expected this year. 
Charles Kent, an operator of 
Kent Brothers Feed and Seed 
store in Powell, judged from the 
talk he's heard that farmers in 
his area will be planting about 
50 per cent each of grain 
sorghum and cotton. The rate is 
normally 75 per cent cotton to 25 
per cent grain. 


Clyde Nicholson of Barry said 


last fall that he plans to reduce 
his cotton land from 200 acres to 
about 130, while increasing his 
maize acreage from about 70 
acres to 140. He also said he 
plans to implement a complete 
rotation program, alternating 
the two crops. 


In Frost, gin operator Clifford 


Williams predicted about a 50-50 


ratio of grain and cotton. This is 
the pattern that has been 
developing during the past few 
years, and local farmers would 
be hesitant to change it, he said, 
because 
of 
their 
rotation 


programs. 


However, he said cotton 


acreage may be cut by about 
one-fourth to one-third, with 
milo planted in its place. "If it 
keeps raining, there may be alot 
more cotton planted," he added, 
since grain sorghum needs to be 
planted earlier. 


ROY NESMITH of Dawson 


said in November that grain 
was the "lifesaver" of his 1974 
harvest. He and his son Bobby 
normally plant about a 50-50 
ratio of cotton and grain but are 
considering the possibility of an 
increase in the latter. 


Alfred Martin of Irene is one 


farmer who plans to stick with 
cotton as his dominant crop. He 
normally plants 400 acres in 
cotton and 250 in maize on a 
three year rotation plan. He 


added that he might change his 
program by 10-15 acres but, 
otherwise, feels he has better 
control of his land sticking to 
the rotation plan. 


Martin said he has heard that 


farmers in the Malone area 
further west may step up 
sorghum grain production by 50 
per cent. 


Robert Evans, manager of 


the Kerens Co-op Gin and Feed 
Co., predicted the maize-cotton 
ratio in his area will be about 
the same as in the Powell 
region, with 50 per cent acreage 
in each crop compared to the 
normal two-thirds acreage in 
cotton and one-third in maize. 


THE TEXAS Department of 


Agriculture also predicts "a 
huge decrease in planting of 
cotton." A 40 to 50 per cent 
reduction in cotton acres is 
planned for the Rio Grande 
Valley, the Dept. reported. 


"Conditions at planting time 


as well as many other con- 
siderations will play a part in 


the final planted acres for the 
state," 
Agriculture Com- 


missioner John C. White said. 
"But right now it does appear 
we will have at least 25 per cent 
fewer acres in cotton in Texas 
this year than last year." 


1974 cotton production in 


Texas—the nation's 
leading 


cotton state—was down from 
the previous year with only 
2,620,000 bales compared to 
4,673,000 
bales 
in 1973. 


"Weather conditions were the 
main reason for the decline in 
1974; in 1975, the economic 
situation is a major factor in 
cotton production," according 
to White. 


He cited lack of demand for 


the commodity and higher 
production costs as other major 
reasons for a depressed outlook 
for cotton this season. "Prices 
which have been offered to 
producers for most of 1974 were 
at levels way below cost of 
porduction," White said. 


"FERTILIZER and fuel are 


the, main reasons for tremen- 


dous increases in production 
costs to the farmer," he added, 
noting that production costs 
have doubled and tripled for 
some inputs for cotton. 


A lack of price incentive is 


also 
a 
consideration, 
the 


commissioner 
explained. 


"Cotton 
farmers 
have 
a 


government target price of 38 
cents per pound, which is 
unrealistic in view of present 
production costs."

The asphalt had not been down for a full day Monday before 


city crews were digging it up to fix a water leak. And Bill 
Galloway, who lives on N. 23rd where the action was taking 
place, was not pleased with the possibility of continued probings 
of the street. 


Furthermore, when he called The Sun Tuesday morning, he 


reported that water was seeping from the hole in the freshly dug 
up, freshly laid street. All of which was causing him to doubt 
City Engineer Tom Longley's assurances that the pipe would 
last another 50 years. 


He also reported that when city crews fixed the leak Monday 


they had removed a 
piece of pipe that was patched in eight 


places and needing several more patches. 


The problem, according to Longley and Public Works Director 


Larry DeMoss, was the pipe and the decision by whomever 
installed it to put the piece of galvanized steel water pipe in an 
otherwise all cast-iron water line. Longley emphasizes that the 
line was installed prior to his joining the city staff. 


Longley notes that before the street was paved a survey of the 


line showed it to be cast-iron, adding that he had not surveyed 
the particular joint where the leak occurred. 


The section of galvanized pipe was replaced Monday with the 


more durable cast iron and DeMoss reported that the Wed- 
nesday leak which prompted Galloway to call The Sun occurred 
at the joint between the new pipe and the old. DeMoss added that 
this leak is being taken care of. 


But he and Longley are both puzzled as to why someone would 


use the galvanized pipe in the middle of the cast iron line, 
Longley noting, "It's strange." 


Galloway is not convinced, though. "There are other places in 


the line that have been leaking," he says "The problem won't be 
fixed until they get a new line." 


Noting that he has seen city crews patching the line up and 


down the street "eight or 10 times" in the last five years, 
Galloway maintains that the rest of the line is scarred, pitted 
and patched just like the section removed Monday by the city. 


"This is the only time I've ever complained about anything," 


Galloway says, adding that repeated suggestions to city officials 
and employes had brought no satisfactory action. 


For Galloway, satisfaction action means a new water line, a 


development he says Commissioner Jim Lightfoot told him the 
city can not afford. But Galloway thinks the new waterline is as 
affordable as repeatedly digging up the street to patch an 
unreliable line. 


Besides, he does not want what he sees as the continued ex- 


cavation to fix water leaks to return N. 23rd to its status as "the 
worst street in town." 


"It'll take time to see" if there is a leaks in the future he says. 


But he adds that he feels these leaks will occur: "They haven't 
fixed it like they think they have, like they say they have."

Weather Service is sticky about precise definitions

The National Weather Service 


issued recently its annual defi- 
nition of what is cold and what 
isn't and in case you're holed 
up in centrally heated house all 
winter, we're going to tell you 
what it's like outside. 


But whatever this winter's 


weather turns out to be, it just 
can't be as bad as some year's. 
For instance 1886 and 1899 and 
1933. 
Will all persons reading 


this please cross their fingers. 


The Weather Service gets 


quite upset when anyone uses 
"watch" and "warning" wrong. 


When it issues a "watch," it 


means keep an eye out for 
trouble. 


The "warning" means it's too 


late to watch. Head for cover. 
The trouble is here or soon will 
be. 


"Snow" needs all sorts of 


qualifications. 
Heavy 
snow 


means four inches in 12 hours 
or six in 24 hours. Snow squalls 
are brief intense falls like rain 
in a summer storm. 


Almost all snow blows as it 


comes down. But the Weather 
Service says "blowing snow" 
means when it is lifted from 
the ground by wind. 


You can have a blizzard with- 


out snow falling. A blizzard is 
defined as wind speeds of at 
least 35 miles per hour with 
considerable falling or blowing 
snow. A severe blizzard has 
winds of 45 m.p.h., falling or 
blowing snow and temperatures 
of 10 degrees above zero or 
lower. 


The Weather Service asserts 


that a good many people get 
confused on the term "ice 
storm." 


An ice storm essentially is 


freezing rain and it plays hob 
with telephone and power lines, 
trees, shrubs and the like, 
particularly if a wind comes up. 


Sometimes people call sleet 


storms ice storms. It may seem 
terribly elementary but sleti 
bounces. It is frozen raindrops. 


The Weather Service is pretty 


good about forecasting 
the 


weather, although you know 
how it is in Texas. What is true 
one hour changes to something 
else very rapidly, so you must 
watch for the very latest fore- 
cast.

Eighty poor poodles 


found after murder 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - Eighty 


pedigreed poodles, some nation- 
al award winners, were found 
covered with sores and locked 
in tiny cages at the home of a 
murdered Coast Guard officer 
and his wife, police say. 


"The dogs were in the most 


deplorable 
condition I have 


ever seen," Sgt. Armand Mil- 
ler, a 13-year animal-control 
veteran, said Tuesday. 


Lt. Cmdr. Walter C. Parker, 


39, and his wife, Marjorie, 35, 
were found dead Monday morn- 
ing in bed at their expensively 
furnished home. 


Police said the couple had 


been dead about 10 hours, but 
the animals apparently had 
been mistreated for several 
weeks. 


Police have refused to re- 


lease information on the inves- 
tigation of the beating deaths 
except to say robbery was ap- 
parently not a motive. 


Veterinarian Aquiles Rodri- 


gez said a dog and several new- 
born puppies were found dead 
in a converted garage, adver- 
tised as "Enchantress Ken- 
nels." Another dog was giving 
birth. 


Show dogs such as Champion 


J.C. Bigspender, Mike Morris 
Dream Come True and Bon- 
bon's Chocolate Chip were cov- 
ered 
with 
hard-caked 
ex- 


crement, sores and bugs, police 
said. 


The dogs were stored four 


and seven to a cage. The cages 
were stacked on top of each 
other, 
infested 
with 
cock- 


roaches and surrounded by 
piles of excrement in the un- 
ventilatd garage behind the 
house, officers said. 


Miller said it would take 


weeks for so much filth to ac- 
cumulate. 


The dogs were taken to the 


Dade County Animal Control 
facility and will be kept there 
until a court decides their fate. 
Officials estimated it would 
cost the county $160 a day to 
tend the dogs.

aster is in Lewis Nordyke's

He related 55 years later that

Dark clouds boiled up and 
headed south. In a few minutes 
Tex was hit by hard, sharp 
snow and the wind shrieked 
from the north. 


It was what Nordyke calls 


the Great White Ruin. The cap- 
itals are his. 


It was a true disaster for 


both man and beast as it 
screamed onward to the Rio 


Grande. 


Cattle turned tail to the wind 


and started walking away from 
it. Then the walk turned into a 
run. 


Cowboys tried to turn them 


back. The maddened cattle 
were too far out of their minds 
this time. 


On they charged, a vast 


movement from the Canadian 
border almost to Mexico. 


They could not see. They 


plunged into ravines by the 


thousands and died. 


Rivers, bogs and lakes were 


choked with dead animals. 


Most cattlemen were wiped 


out financially in a few min- 
utes. 


Nordyke and Wayne Card in 


his "rawhide Texas" tell that a 
Texas Panhandle 
cattleman 


trying to save his animals in 
the height of the storm stum- 
bled on a settler's wagon. 


The horses were frozen where 


they stood, still in harness. The 
reins led back through a little 
hole in the covered wagon. In- 
side were the father, mother 
and their three small children, 


all dead. 


A stage pulled up to Fort 


Camp Supply in the Cherokee 
Outlet, the three passengers in- 
side almost frozen. The driver 
toppled off his seat. He was fro- 
zen to death. 


An estimated 300 humans 


succumbed. 


Cowboys said after the storm 


passed anyone could walk from 
Kingsley, Kan., to the Colorado 
line on the bodies of cows with- 
out ever stepping on the earth. 


The cattle piled up on barbed 


wire fences three deep and 100 
yards back. 


The most deadly trap was the 


"drift fence" on the northern 
part of the Panhandle, a 175- 
mile length of wire to keep 
northern cattle from Texas 
ranges. 


Dead Cattle stacked up for 


400 yards back of the drift 
fence. 


One ranch manager skinned 


250 cattle to the mile along the 
drift fence. Cowhides went to 
market by the trainload. 


We have been unable to de- 


termine how low the tempera- 
ture dropped. As far as we 
know, there were no weather 
reporters in the Panhandle. 


Most oldtimers recall 1899 as 


the coldest when it reached 23 
degrees below zero at Tulia. 
This was matched at Seminole 
in 1933. 


Card in his "Rawhide Texas" 


notes that Texans sometimes 
are rather graphic in their sto- 
ries of weather. 


For instance, a couple of 


hunters said they had to break 
the ice on their boiling coffee 
before they could pour it. 


Another man said a norther 


froze the flame in his lantern 
stiff as an icicle. He said it was 
so cold the hands on the court- 
house clock were rubbing them- 
selves together to keep warm.

More mortage money, but house market still slow 


engineers hope to insure that 
their equipment for the mission 
will be compatible with the 
Apollo spaceship and with the 
special docking module which 
is to link the Apollo and Soyuz 
spaceships in space.

nication gear which the cosmo- 
nauts will plug into the Apollo 
system in orbit during two days 
of docking in space.

NEW YORK (AP) - The na- 


tion's bankers say they have 
more mortgage money now 
than during last summer's 
credit squeeze. But that doesn't 
mean they're anxious to lend it 
yet. 


Nor does it mean consumers 


are flocking to borrow at inter- 
est rates still at or near record 
levels in most states. 


Over-all economic uncertain- 


ty and the current decline in 
short-term interest rates have 
started dollars flowing back 
into savings banks and savings 
and loan associations, the coun- 
try's main source of mortgage 


money. 


As a result nearly all banks 


questioned in an Associated 
Press sampling say their liquid- 
ity — or cash on hand — is im- 
proving for the first time in 
more than a year. 


But lack of confidence in the 


economy is keeping consumers 
out of the housing market. Most 
bankers see mid-1975 as the 
earliest possible time for im- 
provement in the mortgage 
market. Banks surveyed in 
Connecticut, for instance, re- 
port a 50 per cent decline in 
mortgage applicants in the last 
six months. 


"The same recession that is 


causing consumers to save 
more is also discouraging 
people from assuming major fi- 
nancial obligations in the fu- 
ture," said Lloyd S. Bowles, 
president of the U.S. League of 
Savings Associations. 


Illustrating how badly the 


housing market is stalled, the 
Commerce Department report- 
ed that new housing starts in 
December were at a seasonally 
adjusted, annual rate of 868,000 
units. It was the third monthly 
drop in a row and the lowest 
monthly rate since October 
1966. 


Total housing starts in 1974 


were 1,336,300 units, 35 per cent 
less than in 1973. 


Despite the increasing ease 


banks have in raising money, 
the average 
mortgage rate 


climbed to 9.31 per cent in De- 
cember on conventional mort- 
gages from 9.27 per cent in No- 
vember, according to the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank Board. 


Bankers surveyed said they 


won't be too free with their 
money. 


"Not much has happened to 


restore thrift institutions to the 
posture required to re-enter the 
mortgage market," says the 


mortgage officer at the New 
York Bank for Savings. "The 
industry's battered liquidity 
and earnings need to be refur- 
bished." 


f Other bankers seem to agree 


they need more good months 
such as December before they 
can plunge into the mortgage 
market. 


The Department of Housing 


and 
Urban 
Development 


recently announced it is in- 
creasing the available pool of 
money by $3 billion for mort- 
gages by Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration-Veterans Adminis- 
tration. It also lowered the in- 
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CUP ft SAVE 


terest rate on those mortgages 
to 8.5 per cent from 9 per cent. 
That amounts to an $11 saving 
on the $238-a-month payments 
needed on a government-back- 
ed $30,000 mortgage. 


Almost simultaneously the 


Federal Reserve eased its re- 
serve requirements for member 
banks by $1 billion, 
which 


translates into several times 
that amount now freed for all 
kinds of bank lendine. 


But some bankers fear if 


President Ford's economic pro- 
gram brings an increase in 
government borrowing there 
will be new deposit losses for 
the nation's banks and a new 
tightening 
in the mortgage 


market. 


One bank that has altered its 


mortgage terms to adapt to the 
many economic uncertainties is 
East River Savings Bank in 
New York. Last August, it be- 
gan offering mortgages that 
mature in five or 10 years, 
compared with a national aver- 
age of about 28 years. 


An East River spokesman 


says a consumer taking such a 
loan pays the same monthly 
amount as on an ordinary 25 to 
30 year mortgage, but when 
five years is up, he must either 
renegotiate the balance of the 
loan on the basis of current in- 
terest rates, persuade a second 
bank to assume the balance of 
the loan or pay the balance. 


East River says it has made 


about 25 of these loans so far. 
If interest rates in general go 
down in the five-year life of the 
loan, it could be a good deal. If 
they go up, or if the bank won't 
renew the loan, the home mort- 
gager would find it more ex- 
pensive. 


A similar possibility being ex- 


plored more widely by bankers 
is the "variable interest rate" 
mortgage, which allows a bank 
to adjust mortgage interest 
payments up or down each 
year depending on a formula 
tied to other interest rates. 


"One reason why mortgage 


rates are so high," says a 
spokesman 
for the Newton, 


(Mass), Cooperative Bank, "is 
because banks are loaded with 
low rate mortgages at 4 per 
cent or 4% per cent. The vari- 
able rate concept will be op- 
posed by consumer groups, 
which is not surprising, but it is 
a solution to the situation." 


Some banks surveyed say 


they haven't changed their bas- 
ic mortgage formula, but have 
raised their down-payments to 
20 per cent of the principal 
amount or more. 


Despite the 
view among 


many bankers that the housing 
and mortgage market is still in 
the valley of one of its worst 
slumps ever, there are two 
bright spots. 


The number of new building 


permits (not actual 
housing 


starts) issued in December, a 
figure that indicates the future 
pace of housing activity, ex- 
panded to an annual rate of 
802,000 from 730,000 in Novem- 
ber — the first increase since 
last March. 


Mortgage 
delinquencies 
of 


more than 60 days, one sure in- 
dicator of general economic 
weakness, have remained at a 
low level all year, according to 
a spot check of banks and a 
monthly survey of 900 savings 
and loan associations conducted 
by the U.S. Savings & Loan 
League. 


Silting changes 
ship channel 


HOUSTON (AP) - The pre- 


siding officer of the Houston Pi- 
lots says silting in the Houston 
Ship Channel has reduced by 
three feet the maximum draft 
for vessels using the upper 
channel. 


The silting in the waterway 


linking the nation's third larg- 
est port with the sea also has 
brought expressions of concern 
from pilots for the safety of 
large ships using the channel. 


"For years we have taken 40- 


foot-draft vessels from Hous- 
ton," Capt. Thomas N. Lightsey 
Jr., Houston Pilots presiding of- 
ficer, wrote in a letter Tuesday 
to Col. Don. S. McCoy, district 
engineer. 


"In April of 1954 the max- 


imum draft of 39 feet was im- 
posed due to insufficient water. 
Now ... we cannot get drafts 
of 37 feet to the Arco-Clinton 
area." 


The federal project depth of 


the channel in the port author- 
ity wharves area and of the 
turning basin is 36 feet. 


"Today we cannot routinely 


navigate vessels of 33 feet in 
this section," Lightsey wrote. 


The Army Corps of Engineers 


suspended new maintenance 
dredging in the 50-mile channel 
a year ago because money was 
not available. 


A Corps of Engineers spokes- 


man in Galveston said Tuesday 
that dredging on the channel 
from Morgan's Point to Carpen- 
ters Bayou, a nine-mile stretch, 
could begin in early April. 


"We have limited funds that 


have been made available to 
dredge the more critical silted 
sections of the waterway," the 
spokesman said.

Marchiori, who came to the 


U.S. with 100 other foreign 
students on the Lions Club, 
exchange program, is presently 
staying at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Herchel Stephens, Sunrise 
Lions Club member. 


Prior to coming to Corsicana 


he arrived in Miami, Fla. with 
other students who will be

He is a senior student at 


Federal University of Santa 
Maria where he is majoring in 
forestry engineering.

Station and built in the vicinity 
of lignite deposits owned or 
under lease by the companies in 
Robertson County. 


TP&L will own 70 per cent of 


the generating 
facility and 


Alcoa 30 per cent. 


The announcement was made 


jointly 
by J. 
F. 
Skelton, 


president, of TP&L and Fred P. 
Bergeron, Texas area manager 
of Alcoa. 


Alcoa will use its portion of 


the power to operate a plant 
under 
construction 
near 


Palestine, utilizing the new 
Alcoa Smelting Process, a 
method of aluminum-making 
which requires 30 per cent less 
electricity than the most ef- 
ficient unit of the Hall Process 
now used worldwide. The first 
unit of this plant is expected to 
be in operation by Jan. 1,1976.

frequently in Brazil pointing out 
that all students in Brazil study 
English, Spanish, and French, 


He points out that the major 


industry in Brazil is iron. The 
economy of Brazil 
is 
also 


dependent on its agriculture, 
and textiles. 


He also notes that- Brazil is 


highly industrialized and is a 
large maker of automobiles. 


Marchiori's father is a rice 


farmer, wheat farmer, and 
owns his own rice mills. 


His father is also past- 


president of the Lions Club 
there. He reports that the Lions 
Club is the only international 
service club in Brazil. 


He points to the similarity of 


the geographical location of 
Texas and Brazil noting that the 
climate is very similar. The 
average temperature in Brazil 
is 66 degrees and is 70 in Texas. 


Asked about religion he said 


that the three major religions in 
Brazil 
are 
Catholism, 


Lutheranism, and Assembly of 
God, 
but points out that other 


religions as in America are 
scattered 
throughout 
the 


country. 


Marchiori has a sister who is 


a dentist, one who is taking her 
exams to enter law school, one 
who 
is 
studying 
physical 


education and physics and a 
younger sister who is going to 
high school. 


Asked about the equality of 


males and females in his 
country he explained that the 
women go to college and get 
their degrees as the men but 
that their role in society is 
similar to that of the American 
woman. 


Fine and Andy

I thought that I could com- 


plete my thoughts on the 
economy, 
inflation, 
and 


recession in three articles, but 
there is one topic left over, and 
there is no way to leave it out. 


In trying to balance our 


federal budget, we have to 
balance two things: income and 
expenses. So far we have not 
considered the income part of it, 
or what we should do about our 
federal taxes. 


Surely there is no difference 


of 
opinion 
here; 
surely 


everyone would say that we 
should reduce taxes. No so. In 
the past few days I have read 
two ideas presented with equal 
vigor by congressional leaders 
and national economists. One 
group says that now is the time 
that we must reduce income 
taxes at least 10 per cent or 
more in the lower brackets; 
another group is equally vocal 
that we must increase income 
taxes with a 5 per cent or 10 per 
cent surtax. 


How can people come up with 


such different ideas or plans to 
achieve the same purpose — to 
get the economy back on the 
track? Those who say to in- 
crease are saying that two 
things 
are 
wrong: 
over- 


spending and deficit-spending. 
So the cure has to be two-fold: 
cut out unnecessary expenses 
and pay cash for what we do 
spend. Those who say that we 
should reduce taxes have in 
mind that we must give some 
immediate relief and increase 
incomes 
and 
spending 
by 


leaving more of the paychecks 


in the hands of consumers. 


If we follow the suggestion to 


increase taxes, that will mean 
more belt-tightening and more 
unemployment for a spell. If we 
reduce taxes, there will be a 
temporary improvement in the 
economy, a temporary increase 
in employment, and an increase 
in the rate of inflation. Then 
what happens will depend upon 
what other measures are taken. 


Which of these programs will 


we be apt to follow in 1975? If we 
had a Republican majority in 
Congress 
to 
go 
with 
a 


Republican president, we would 
likely increase taxes and reduce 
some expenditures, although 
neither presidents Nixon nor 
Ford did either. 


Since 
we have a 
large 


Democratic 
majority 
in 


Congress, possibly big enough 
to override a veto, we will likely 
reduce taxes and increase 
spending, a policy which won't 
halt 
inflation. 
But 
the 


Republicans can't make too 
much out of that in 1976 because 
they didn't halt inflation either 
or try to very hard. 


Let's face it: there is no way 


to 
reduce 
taxes, 
increase 


spending, and halt inflation at 
the same time. However, let's 
face another fact: there is no 
way to increase taxes, reduce 
spending and 
not increase 


unemployment. Which of these 
alternatives, both bad, that you 
want depends upon whose belt 
you want to be tightened and 
how tight you think your own 
belt will be under each of these 
plans.

"As a down lineman, he could 
be a star and Pro Bowlers." 


Landry said it is important 


that White has the agility and 
speed to backpeddle on pass 
situations. 


"That's the key—can he get 


back on pass defense?" Landry 
said. 


Cowboy super scout Red 


Rickey is more adamant than 
his boss. 


"He (White) can play inside 


without a doubt," said Hickey. 
"I've seen him at drills at 
Maryland where he was inside 
and he whipped them all." 


White, who has 4.8 second

Dallas also drafted Tom Hen-
